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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendments to claims 1 1 and 26 raise new issues that would require further search and/or 
consideration. With regards to claim 1 1 , applicant has amended the step of "determining a yield value for each task" to include "wherein 
the yield value is determined using a velocity [^.] and weighted importance of the value associated with a length of time". These factors 
were not previously considered in determining a yield value, but rather in prioritizing tasks. The same holds true for claim 26. However, 
claim 26 also recites the word "or" in the amendment, thus requiring that only one of the retail factors is necessary to determine the yield 
value. This was not previously considered.
